He and officers of the Kansas Sta'te 
Fair association deny that the track 
is 180 feet short as charged 
and 


signify their intention of having the 
track measured. 


Memphis, Tenn , Oct. 20.—There is 


no longer any doubt that Major Del- 
mar and Liou DHlon, king and queen of 
the trotting turf, will start in the gold 
cup contest this afternoon. 
The fea- 


ture is' such an attractive one that 
horsemen are pouring into this city 
from every point, promising a record- 
breaking attendance The mare is eas- 
ily the favorite in the betting -with 
general odds about 5 to 3 


Considerable doubt is expressed by 


horsemen here over the feat credited 
to'Cresceus at Wichita, Kan., yester- 
day, and the-following telegram has 
been sent George H Ketcham by Mur- 
ray Howe: 


"Every one is under the impression 


"that the Memphis track "is faster 'than' 


ever. The Memphis Trotting associa- 
tion will give you ?5,000 to beat two 
minutes here under the same condi- 
'tions which prevailed when Lou Dil- 
lon made feer two-minute'' record at 
Readville, the trial to take place dur- 
ing our meeting.' 


Wichita, Kas., Oct. 20—Cresceus, 


Mr. George H. Ketcham's sorrel stal- 
lion," ~*ice more established himself 
as "king of trotters," when Monday 
afternoon hejnot only circled the Wich- 
ita track i;f the remarkably fast time 
of 1:59 y,-4 i beating the two minute 
marK set by Major Delmar and Lou 
Dillon, but he did it without the wind 
shield, which has coine to lie looked 
upon as almost a necessity for record- 
breakers.

I more. 


"It has been a long fight against un- 


ifair enemies. We have preached aud

for Work 


Granville, O., Oct. 20.—Mr. James 


Linn^the Nev/ark conutractor, who 
has the contract for building' the 
power house here that is to furnish 
the light and heat for Denison uuiver- 
f-ity, Shepardscn college, Doane acad- 
emy and the dormitories, has been 
pushing the work, as the college au- 
thorities are very anxious to have the 
building completed before cold weath- 
er sets in. Monday when Moses J. 
James, the foreman of the work, ar- 
rived at the site of the power building 
he found but four of the thirteen men 
at work. He soon found that 
there 


was a strike on hand. The men, who 
are engaged in doing the excavating 
work, had struck for $1.75 per day of 
nine hours' work. They had been get- 
ting $1.50 for the same time. 
Mr. 


James informed the men that he was 
unable to grant the increase without 
consulting with his superiors and the 
men refused to work, uith the excep- 
tion of the four who had declined to go 
out 
This morning all the men ar- 


rived from Newark-, and when they 
found that two* of the men, Judson 
Harmon and Earl Priest, hod carriers, 
had gone to work, there was trouble in 
the air. The men had agreed to accept 
a compromise of $1.60 per day, but re- 
fused to go to-work until Harmon and 
Priest were laid off.

ion to amend the taxation section of 
he constitution is meeting with wide 
discussion, in some quarters it is being 
xiticized. and one of the most severe 
iriticisms is that it will endanger the 
•x mption features of the present con- 
titution. 
The Ohio State Federation of Catho- 


ic Societies has made an investigation 
)f the exemption matter and a report 
ust made by the executive committee 
hows lhat there need be no fear that 
resent exemptions will be disturbed if 
he amendment is adopted by the peo- 
le at the coming election. 
At the state convention of the Ohio 
tate Federation of Catholic Societies 
resolution was adopted expressing 
pprehension that the proposed amend- 
ment, by reason of ambiguity in its 
hraseology, might change existing 
Conditions and thereby endanger ex- 
mption from taxation of Catholic 
chool property in the state. 
The report of the executive commit- 
ee has this to say: 


"The Ohio State Board of Commerce,

amendment, 


nd is responsible for the legislative 
oint resolution to submit said amend- 
ment to the votes of the people, at once 
ook cocnizance of the resolution of the 
tate Federation."

"Unless there are objections othe'' 


than fears of the proposed amendment 
affecting cxibting conditions, we trust 
it will receive the universal support we 
feel certain the best interests of the 
whole people entitle it to."

Hanna's street railroad was taxed 


on a $600,000 valuation. This road, to- 
gether with the other public service 
corporations in Cleveland, has notor- 
iously evaded its just burden of tax- 
ation. 
Upon Mayor Johnson's elec- 


tion he appointed the Cleveland city 
board of equalization, which upon in- 
vestigation, placed Hanna's road on 
the tax duplicate for |6,113,800, a con- 
servative estimate of its value on a 60 
per cent, basis. 


Immediately upon this being done, 


Hanna appealed the case to the state 
board of tax revision, composed of 
Governor Nash, Attorney 
General 


Sheets and State Auditor Guilbert, all 
of whom owed their nomination and 
election to Hanna, At Hanna's dic- 
tation, t^us board, without regard-to 
the law or the facts of the- case, took 
off the valuation added by the city 
board of equalization, leaving the 
Cleveland City railroad upon the tax 
duplicate at the amount returned prior 
to the addition. 


In June, 1903, Auditor Wright of 


Cuyahoga county, Democrat, whom the 
people elected to succeed a Republican 
who did as Mark -Hanna told him, 
after a hearing given ,to the Cleveland 
City railroad, owned by H.mna, added 
to the tax valuation of the railroad 
for the year 1902 and the four years 
preceding the following amounts:

Upon this action being taken by

remitted will have to be paid by the 
balance of the citizens of the state.
